The drawing pattern is lin e ai ' ly drawn with a paste 
on the paste-applied bod^ by using a nozzle, the paste, a paste reserving container, and paste supply 
means. The paste is continuously discharged from the nozzle while the paste line is being drawn. Tiie paste 
line is drawn while moving any of the paste-appli e d body, the nozzle and the p as t e. The paste-applied 
body is can be a lead frame, and the paste is an adhesive for die bonding. The drawing pattern is a figure 
made up of a plurality of segment Hues, preferably a figure in the radial forni. The drawing pattem is a figure 
including an enclosed shape. At least one segment line is formed of two drawn lines by moving any of the 
paste-applied body, the nozzle and the paste to go and return. The drawing pattern is foinied such that Ui e 
total number of start and end points of drawn lines is should not be larger than the number of segment lines; 
and that the start and end points of drawn lines are position e d other than the ends of the drawing pattern.
